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SIMPLE HOME TREATMENT FOR CRACKS 


IN FINGERS. 


; 
Astringent Agents That Dry a u«l at the panie Time Heal the Open 
; 


Fores Must Be Applied—Cracks Must Be Protected from l>ust, 


\Vatcr, Ketc. 


.Cracked finger tips, that most pain- 


ful affliction due to cold weather, must 
be both treated and protected to effect 
a cure. As a part oC treatment, prep- 
arations of camphor 
are efficacious. 


Old fashioned camphor ice is soothing, 
and at the same time beneficial be- 
cause Of its astringency. 


A similar cream can be made from 


two ounces of expressed oil of almonds, 
one-halt dram each 
of white 
wax 


and spermaceti, one and three-quarter 
drams of 
spirits 
of camphor, four 


and one-half grains of oil of rosemary, 
two and one-half grains of oil of pep- 
permint and two ounces oC rose water. 
This is mixed in a china or glass cup 
=et into boiling water, after the man- 
ner of preparing any cold cream. 


More astringent, and therefore more 


efficacious in severe cases, is a mix- 
ture of three ounces of glycerine, five 
drams of tannic acid and two ounces 
of rose water. This preparation may 
be bound on the cracks with bandages. 
When such method of application is 
impossible, the lotion should be drop- 
ped into the.sore, and then the spot 
tainted with collodion. 


It is a Question 
whether collodion 


has any healing properties for cracked 
skin, but it is such a valuable protec- 
tion that many persons! beliqve it to 
be. a. remedy. 
Ft a,"ts by giving thor- 


ough protection, nnd as it Is slightly 
drying, the raw edges of flesh more 
quickly draw together.

should be. used freely.

hands much In water must wear rub- 
ber cloves at such tirn°s. If there are 
chronic cracks In the f1"Sh. As far ns 
any effort can accomplish it. the skin 
must be kept dry and In condition to 
heal.

For it will pre- 
vent such an opening of the flesh. 


Instead of cleansing the fingers with 


water, grease of any kind must be 
employed, and cKri;olated vaseline is 
excellent for this purpose, as it is heal- 
ing, as well as a dust gatherer.

Such Communications Should Be Formal—Written In the Third 


Person—The Character and Quality of the Servant's Work 


Must Be Clearly Stated. 


The utmost formality should be oh- ' 


served when writing references 
tor 


servants, because 
the employers are. 


judged by the writing quite as much 
as the woman who is the subject of 
the 
communication. 
As a matter of 


fact, a reference as much as a social 
letter Is based on the old principle that 
the breeding of n woman is always in- 
dicated by her notes. 


As a servant's written reference is 


likely to go into the. hands of persons 
who are total strangers to the writer, it 
Is best to employ the third person in 
the note. Thus it is made not unlike a 
circular and wholly impersonal as far 
as the recipients are concerned. 
The 


communication ^hould always begin 
with the name of the former employer. 


For example, n \voman who is dis- 


missing a maid may write: 


Mrs. John Smith can recommend 


highly the.bearer. Xellie Joyce, a:* cook 
or generpi houseworker. She is indus- 
trious. Cheerful. Interested in her work 
arid reliable. She is entirely honest. 


Mrs. Smith is discharging Nellie only 


because rlie Is leaving town for the 
summer and Xellie docs not wish to go 
to the country. 


Car" should be taken to put into th» 


•cfcrcuce the reason of a maid's leav- 
ing, for it is the first question asked 
of the woman when she is seeking a 
new place. Another important point in 
the communication is that the servant's 
honesty should be' vouched for, if the 
former employer believes In it- If she 
does not consider the woman above 
suspicion in this particular it is unfair 
to future employers to assert that she 
is to be trusted. It is also wise to in- 
clude In the written character the fact 
that the woman is a good worker If she 
has so proved herself. 


For her o\vn protection 
a person 


writing a reference should date It. not 
only with the month, but with the year. 
Otherwise, if the woman's character 
should change as time passes,'the per- 
son who vouched for her formerly -will 
find herself indorsing an individual as 
she would not do later, perhaps. A data 
prevents this, for strangers reading 
a reference need not be influenced by 
it if it is several years old.

"Consequently, nt the age 
of spvcnteen he had not received a 
common school education, but it this 
time meeting with eminent relatives, 
his previous nnd always-longing deslr? 
for an education became intensified and 
he resolved to know more of the bet- 
ter life, nnd lo be something in the 
world. Acting upon this new resolve, 
he went to live with a cousin who was 
superintendent of the normal school In 
Lebanon, Ohio. At this place he pre- 
pared to enter college, making his own 
way, 
receiving no financial support. 


After receiving a foundation at this 
normal school, he entered Wilmington 
college, Wilmington, Ohio, at which 
place he graduated In the year 1880. 
standing not only well In Ms class, but 
receiving marks of distinction. 


The following year after his gradua- 


tion he came to Hunllnglon county, 
Ind., and after residing with his com- 
panion on n. farm for seven years, and 
they together laboring-diligently to re- 
ceive the means whereby he might con- 
tinue his education, he entered Fort 
Wayne Medical college, completing his 
course and receiving 
his 
degree in 


March, 1893. Soon after, in the same 
month, he moved to Zanesville where 
he lived as a practicing physician of 
eminence until the hour of .his death. 


Dr. Edwin Bolts 
united 
with 
the 


Church of God at Litlle River in 1884 
at the age of 26 years, and was bap- 
tized by Rev. Mr. Fuller, then officiat- 
ing pastor of that church. 
Dr. Bolts 


was 3 man of more than ordinary Intel- 
lectual attainments—ft man 
of 
lofty 


ideals; a, reliable man, with a keen 
sense 
of Justice and right, hating 


hypocrisy, living much in the world ot 
good books, the fondness for which 
made him averse to the society of any 
except his intimate friends, who found 
him -an 
agreeable companion and,a 


safe counsellor; yet willing and ready 
to help the many who sought his coun- 
sel. 


Dr. Bolts saw the seriousness of life. 


at least from the standpoint of a pliysl • 
cia.n, feeling that while the life of so 
many was In his hands, he must, to the 
best of his 
ability prepare himself. 


Consequently, although through school, 
yet continued his 
study of medical 


books, seeking new light In his profes- 
sion 
To those who knew him best, he 


has said that he always prayed for 
his patients and sought help from 
above in his administration ot medl- 
cal'aid to his suffering ones. Dr, Bolts 
was a student of the Blhle and loved to 
read books about the Bible—the life of 
Christ being one he loved to read. He 
was always interesled in the advance- 
ment of God's cause and in every cause 
for the uplift -of humanity. His death 
has cast a gloom over the entire com- 
munity. Let us cover his faults with 
a manlle of charity nnd emulate his 
virtues.

HE revival of the sampler, whichiand wonderful decorative features which 
was the most popular sort of Colonial maidens were wont to produce 
fancy work some fifty or one 
hundred years ago, is occupying 
the minds of mothers with young 


. daughters, and the quaint fashion 


is being used to familiarize thc student 
with the intricacies of the embroidery art. 
It appeals to older women because it re- 
calls to their mind the many days when, 
as children, they toiled so assiduously at 
their embroidery frames, working with 
painstaking effort nil the many cnrions 
designs that we see to-day in the samplers 
which have been handed <lo%vn from HU 
older generation. 


In tie eyes of experienced embroidery 


teachers the revival of the sampler is 
hound to exert an important influence on 
the art of embroidery and in all schools 
where embroidery is taught the sampler 
Is being recommended as a vnlnahle ad- 
junct. It makes work a play and acts 
as a stimulus to more ambitious efforts 
later on. Teachers say that their pnpila 
are much more apt to go on with their 
embroidery once the instruction is stopped 
if they have at hand their samplers filled 
with pretty patterns to refer to. 


In contrast to the quaint and pict- 


uresque specimens which have been 
handed down from a preceding generation 
thc newest samplers do not aim at much 
elaboration of design or lean toward any 
tendency to decorative effect. 
Thc pres- 


ent day sampler is more stereotyped in 
appearance, although it is frequently dig-, 
nified by a border. It usually excludes all 
numerals and letters, except in the <-ase 
ef the Russian embroidery samplers, 
where the alphabet in a great variety of 
donujns is of great value for the benefit 
of the girl who decorates her trousseau 
linen with her initials in cross stitch. 


O curious zoological or botanical 
specimens, no windmills or

are seen on the modern samplers, nor is 
there any sentiment such as the following 
to lend a touching emphasis to the crea- 
tion of the twentieth century maiden's

I 


T was on one of those first dun days at Liao Yang 
when the terrific artillery battle was on and the 
devastating thunder chant of the guns rolled un- 
ceasingly day and night. For the four days and 
four nights more than four hundred guns poured a 


storm of shells against the advancing Japanese host 
uid were answered in kind from the hills to the south. 
It was the most terrific artillery duel in the world's. 
History, for there would be as many as thirty shots 
i minute on the average from each gun, so that the 
reverberations had'no chance to die away, and any 
lull would have come as a shock to the raw nerves of 
those who had been listening to the awful chorus. 


I stood before the headquarters of one of the corps 


watching with glasses the slow advance of the Jap- 
inese in some hills on the right. Nearer, an officer on 
l horse that was suffering from a shell fragment's 
gash on the shoulder came galloping, carelessly, easily, 
icross a plain behind some hills, where the Russian 
forces were exchanging rifle fire with the Japanese. 
The fire of the latter was falling like rain In that plain, 
making it more dangerous than if the officer had been 
riding the firing line. Such total disregard for danger 
struck me oddly, and I was more astonished when the 
rider drew near nnd I saw a very good looking youth 
In an-officer's uniform, just a clean visaged, beardless 
boy, swing from the saddle and, tossing rein to an 
orderly, enter headquarters with an clastic, springy 
Etcp and fine soldierly bearing. I noted a certain ex- 
traordinary deference from the officers about. 


Then one day I chanced to be In the youngster's 


vicinity when there was a mixed crowd of camp fol- 
lowers about—Bussians. men from Ihe Don, Jews, 
Manchus, Coreans, Chinese and Siberian provincials- 
each set speaking a different language or dialect To 
my amazement the young officer spoke every tongue 
and dialect fluently, and when I nflflrcKsed him in Eng- 
lish he answered quietly in my own language, speak- 
Ing with a clear exactitude such :»s one hears among 
men educated in DuWIn University. 
An officer with 


me made us acquainted, introducing the young stran-' 


Eer as Michael Smolka. It was fully a week later be- 
fore I learned what was common knowledge, but was 
rarely ever referred to-that "Michael" Smolka was 
really Helene Smolka, a girl, the only girl In active 
sen-ice among the Tsar's officers, and one of the most 
capable and daring at that. With great Interest I fol- 
lowed her spectacular career thereafter to its tragic 


end. 


Her father was General Smolka, one of the Tsar's 


ablest officers In the Orient, a man who had given his 
whole life to the service and had risen from low rank 
to important commands. There was one sorrow in 
his life, that he had no son to take his place, no son 
to enter the army and serve his Emperor as h<| had 
flone. This became a source of great unhappiness to 
his daughter and grew into an obsession with her. 
Her life Jn army posts and in the Far Bast had given 
her much military proficiency, and as the family was 
never away from the'Eastern posts, wBere she had 
abundant opportunities of picking- up languages and 
dialects, by the time the was twenty years old she had 
absolutely mastered every little detail of all the bodge- 
podge of tongues from VladlVostok to Hong Kong. 
How perfect were her linguistic accomplishments 


Inter portions of my narrative will prove. 


When'the Boxer uprising occurred, young as she 


V ^as-sne fotmd means to gct her serrlces as a gnlde 


and interpreter accepted, and, donning ft sort of cloth- 
ing Uwt rid her of skirts yet did not cloak her identity 


as a woman.-she went through the little war with the 
Russian contingent, to her father's great delight and 
to the gratification of the Russian commanders, who

duly informed of her sacrifices, hardships, endurance 
and cleverness.

offered an unheard of opportunity-a commission in 
active service on the staffs on duty in the East 


The day that she was mustered in there was a 


pretty little scene. The Colonel was an old friend of 
her father's and when the officers were drawn up in 
bis headquarters to witness the brief ceremony they 
saw Helone Smolka step forth in the full uniform of 
her rank, her wonderfully beautiful hair cut short, 
square military boots on her feet, and when she had 
received' her commission and given the oath she 
knelt down and while the others stood uncovered sbe 
Invoked the blessing of God on her country, the great 
ruler of it and on her fellows at arms.

On another occasion, with three other officers, a 


troop of Cossacks and a detachment of signal men, 
She had been riding hard in the late afternoon to cross 
some rough country at the edge of which lay a native 
village. It was one of a chain which General Suadorf- 
sky bad ordered put into a flying line cf communication 
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"Michael" Smolka and Other Russian Officers, 


the rough country and then circle back to the Russian 
main body. The Cossacks and signal men were get- 
ting the worst of their battle, however, and needed 
the leadership of their officers, so Helene Smolka led 
the way to their mounts in the shed near the house 
and the three abreast galloped straight down on the 
.Japanese from the rear, dashing through them to 
their own force, trying to bold some walled cattle 
yards at the edge of the village. It was a move so 
bold and so quickly .executed-that 'they got through 
unscathed and. rallying the Russians, succeeded in 
driving the Japanese from the town. Daylight would 
put them at the mercy of the- little yellow men. how- 
ever, and as quickly as possible they 'evacuated, pur- 
sued by the Japanese.

greatest display of valor and is rarely conferred even 
on the popular heroes of the empire. It consists of a 
cross of forged iron hung from a ribbon of gold and 
black—the gold might stand for glory, the black for 
the portent of death. 


So when I had - et her, learned hor identity and the 


stories of the many adventures through which she bad 


. passed previous to the outbreak of the war and during 


the early .months of It one can imagine the interest 
with which I followed her thereafter, little anticipat- 
ing that I should owe my life to her wit, courage and 
sagacity. 


At this time she had a Russian peasant orderly who 


had been with her seven months and did not know 
that she was a woman. From this it can be gathered 
just how good a man she was. 


So completely did she merge herself into the severe 


routine of army life that In no way did she live or do 
differently from the officers about her, and the only 
demarcation was the deference shown her of which I 
have spoken above. She messed with them, took her 
duties Without asking one favor on account of her 
sex; no weather was too severe for her,, no ride too 
hard or too long and no tax on her military knowl- 
edge found her wanting. She was "an officer and a 
gentleman" at all times and a good all around soldier. 
In a talk which I had with her early in our acquaint- 
ance she said that in all the time she had spent in the 
army, either in garrison or in the field, she had never 
had one unpleasant experience at the hands of the 
men about, nor had there occurred one incident that 
would have suggested such a thing even might be 


looked for. 


Previous to the day I had seen her riding across 


the plain .with its downpour of bullets, obeying the in- 
teresting laws of trajectory and gravity, she had been 
in the heart of a number of engagements and in the 
report of every one "Michael" Smolka received credit 
for some act that characterized a brave soldier. 


For instance, a body of cavalry was crossing a ford 


just below a Manchurian village set on a hill, and a 
body of Japanese infantry was doing its best to cut 
down the riders as rapidly ns possible before they 
could gain the shelter of the' hummocks of rocks on 
the other side. They had rfilden out as a fan before 
a body of troops supporting a reconuoisance in force 
and crossing the river at a point lower down were ad- 
vancing on the town with the Intention of drawing 
the fire of'its defenders, if it had any, thus developing 
the Japanese position.

The accommodations of a Manchurian village were 


never very good, but the three officers were invited to 
a house on the edge of'the village that was somewhat 
better than the others. 
About midnight they were 


awakened by shouts and cheers, shots and pounding 
of hoofs. A body of Japanese cavalry had observed 
the flashing signal lights and crawled up to surprise 
the village or had ridden into it purely by chance. 
Whatever the reason, an attack wns on by a superior 
force.

anese officer, who was wounded and left in tho village, 
heard that the leader of the trio who hart clashed 
through the Japanese line the night before was a 
woman, he smiled and said:—

"There are more men in Russia than I knew of." 
There are ma-ny stories tolcl of this remarkable little 


woman. The steady successes of the Japanese had 
cut off communlcMlon with Fort Arthur by sea. The 
Japanese land forces had thoroughly surrounded the 
groat stronghold. General Stoc-sscl was left in Igno- 
rance fit what, was going on in l.ho outside world, and, 
knowing full well how much greater <he strain is 
when such conditions obtain, the Russian commanders 


determined to send him a series of messages, using 
the one means at their command—spies who would 
traverse the territory occupied by the Japanese and 
make their way into Port Arthur and out again. 


By reason of her staff position Helene Smolka 


heard of the opportunity and hastened to general 
headquarters to beg that she be the one chosen, urg- 
ing her knowledge of the country and of languages 
ami dialects ns a qualification that was commanding. 
After some difficulty she procured the assignment of 
taking in the second message, but In this she failed, 
although she made a great effort. 
No possible cun- 


uins could penetrate that line of Japanese attack. 


Her one great achievement was some scouting she 


did in Corea. What her mission was I do not know, 
but that sbe penetrated the Japanese line and spent 
more than a month in the most dangerous kind of 
work is certain. The dramatic story of that scouting 
expedition is well known to the soldiers of Russia, 
and, although it may have been exaggerated in its re- 
telling, it would be difficult to exaggerate the danger 
through which that little soldier passed in a month of 
hardship. It is said sbe spent a mouth in Dalny, 
that port which the Japanese captured from the Rus- 
sians and which they are holding to-day. Russia had 
spent millions upon millions of dollars to make this 
the most wonderful port of all the Far East, but had 
scarcely accomplished it when it was wrested from 
them by the invading Oriental army. 


It was undoubtedly necessary that they should as- 


certain what was going on. and it was this sort of 
work tlwt "Michael" Pmoika attempted. Time after 
time she was suspected and watched, but her accu- 
rate knowledge of the language and dialects of the 
country saved her. Never once did she resort to the 
dress of a woman. She played the came out on the 
line she had anticipated and in the guise of a man she 
met men 0:1 their own ground. Her hardships on the 
journey through Corea had a considerable effect upon 
her. and when sbe returned she was very far from 
the healthy, rosy faced youth who started out on that 


perilous Journey. 


Six weeks later she came Into the Russian camp 


through an outpost near Anping in time to participate 
in the great eight days' conflict at Liao Yang. Tbs 
fame of her exploit was carried around the world In 
the days that followed. The porsons who saw her 
noticed the change that hail come over her young face 
from the service she had undergone. The pace of war 
had told, but it was not because of her sex, for no man 


could have stood more. 


In the fighting that followed she was active at every 


point and refused to take any of the time to recuperate 
which was offered her. In one of those engagement., 
when the Russians were being driven back from one 
of their best positlons-a position which was extremely 
advantageous to the retreating general. It is told that 
she took her stand at the head of the men and endeav- 
ored to rally them around her. She held the position 
with this little body of soldiers for some time, and the 
adjoining wings were able to retreat In better order 


in consequence- of her bravery. 


Rut when night came down "Michael" Smolka was 


missing and the search was begun. 


There were plenty of men who would brave the ter- 


ror of search between lines for the sake of that officer 
whom they all had learned to love. Men were found 
who had scon her fall, and scouts searching for the 
wounded found her at the foot of a hill, with a great 
wound in her little body and her pale, wan face turned 
toward the stars, a mere shell of her former self. 


That night I mot General Shadorfsky, a mau who 


had been very kind to me during the entire campaign, 
returning from Field Marshal Kuropatkin's headquar- 
ters. He told me with groat pleasure that the Crosi 
of St. George bad been conferred upon this little wom- 
an 
But her reward came too late, and even then I 


'told him of the rumor of her death, although it had 
not been couth-mod. 
Her great ambition bad been 


realized. 
She never knew of her great honor, but 


somewhere in one of those Russian towns an old 
father was made proud and sad by the same despatch.
